for the Chattanooga sectioujof the park, 
w ife the exception of small tracts on 
Missionary ridge. 
Interest in the park 
throughout the country is rapidly in­ 
creasing. 
Most of the 26 state com m is­ 
sions cooperating w ith the national 
commissson have been active iii pro 
viding for the erection of monuments 
on the field.

LIGHTNING BUGS. 


T ak en F or th e R n eniy’n F ire, T h ey Led to 
a P itch ed (ta ttle. 
G. H. Bell, a prominent merchant of 
Liberty, Neb., told an interesting story 
of how a swarm of lightning bugs caus­ 
ed a shot and shell engagement between 
two armies during the late war. 
‘‘I was a member of the Twenty-fifth 
Ohio regim ent,” said Mr. Bell, “ aud 
Mr. G W. Harris, whom I mot on my 
visit here, was with the Fifty-fifth Ten­ 
nessee. I just discovered that we fought 
each other uiie night in May, 1804, at 
New Hope Church, Ga. Lightning bugs 
in Georgia are more plentiful than wa­ 
termelons in August by several millions 
to tho square mile, and on more than 
one occasion they gave us trouble. 
“ About 2 o'clock in the morning as 
tho two armies lay in their respecti 
works, 400 yards apart, a nest of bu, . j 
hove in sight, as we afterward learned. 
The armies were too close for pickets. 
Suddenly ti.ere was a flash of light. 
Each side tbought tho other had opened 
fire in some mysterious way, and we bo 
gun to shoot. 
We blazed away at oui 
another for an hour or moro and Bed­ 
lam reigned with shot aud shell. 
Tho 
timber between the lilies was all killed 
as if belted with an ax. Fortunately no 
lives were lost. 
“ It was only the other day that I 
learned the extent of the damage caused 
by that swarm of lightning bugs. 
I 
asked Harris how loug his side was fir­ 
ing. mid he slid until their ammunition 
gave out, 
We were iii tho same fix, aud 
if it bade t been for our poverty iii this 
respect that engagement would have 
been terribly fatal.” —S t Louis Ropub-

Hrtef R ecollection* Upon Event* of Cur­ 
rent Intere*t ArriMi the Ocean. 
Twenty million dollars is the sum 
which the French government proposes 
to devote to the Paris exhibition of 
moo. 
Nearly f 10,000,OOO will be con­ 
sumed bv the construction of two pal­ 
aces in the Champs Elysees, and those 
in the Champ de Mars, in the Esplu 
nude des Invalided and on the quays, 
I he bridges across the Seine are to cost

In one word, France proposes to do the 
whole thing on a scale of unprecedent­ 
ed magnificence.

lemon juice or vinegar has been added 
they cannot be distinguished from the 
real article, especially when white wine 
is taken in connection therewith.

only genuine thing about these oysters 
is tile shell, the m anufacturers buying 
secondhand shells at a small cost and 
fastening the spurious oyster iii place 
w ith a tasteless paste. 
The municipal 
laboratory has not yet proclaimed the 
ingredients of which these bogus oysters 
are composed, but has announced that 
they are of a harm ful character.

The wild 
turkey, m ightiest, most 
beautiful aud w ariest of our feathered 
game, is not. like the quail, a bird of 
civilization. 
Iii all of the northern and 
eastern states that were once his home 
he is becoming scarcer and more scarce. 
He must have vast stretches of primeval 
woods for his habitat. 
When the trees 
are felled, bodies or goos away. Bt den 
buck, as the Indian was beaten buck. 
by tim advancing waves of w hite men. 
he has retreated farther and farther to 
the south of west. 
He is still plentiful 
in some portions of the Pacific slope, 
but much of that land is too Imre to suit 
him. The turkey is not averse to m oun­ 
tains, but prefers the plains. 
I believe 
that of all parts of America where he 
may still In* found in moderate numbers 
he is more common in the Rio Grande 
region. 
Even there he is being hunted 
too much and countless docks have lieen 
driven across the river into the wilder 
parts of Mexico. 
Standing once w ith throe companions 
near tho bank of a little creek fringed 
With willows that wound its tortuou s 
way through the tablelands of Nueces 
county, Tex., I saw by the light of the 
fast sinking sun a vast throng of ani 
lr als a niilo away upon the open prni 
rie. 
They were coming slowly toward 
me, and I thought they were sheep. 
In 
a little while we saw that they wert 
wild turkeys. 
There could not him 
been less than 800 of them, and they 
were m aking for their roost in the w il­ 
lows. They struck the creek a half mile 
above the place where we were perdu, 
and we could hear the m ighty rush ol 
wings as they flew up to tho branches. 
W e visited the roost before daylight the 
next morning. 
W hen it grew’ light 
enough to show the birds like large 
black balls between us and the sky, \ \ « 
opened fire. 
The thunderous throbbing 
roar that followed as tho birds took 
wing was liko nothing I had heard be 
fore or since. Deafening is a poor adjee 
tive to apply to it. 
It was appalling. 
We got only three of them, which was 
as m any as we wanted. A man, howev­ 
er, could have taken an airgun and 
killed dozens. 
In Live Oak county, which borders 
Nueces county, it is still possible for 
three men to kill a wagon load of tu r­ 
keys iii two days. The country is partly 
tim bered and has been a favorite with 
the birds sine'* the first Indian stepped 
it. 
It is the custom in Live Oak 
mony in their state robes, and then, 
w ithdraw ing, suddenly presented them ­ 
selves to the astonished gaze of the pub 
lie inutile less generous costume of bath­ 
ers and proceeded to open the bath in a 
practical form by plunging into the 
water, the portly m ayor being the first 
to take a header, then his town clerk, 
aud after that the 12 aldermen.

A trail of corn leads 
up to it. 
When the flock finds it, the 
heads of the birds become interlaced in 
their greed, aud u single shot sometimes 
re.-ults in the death <>f a dozen of them. 
fl his is not tolerated in Texas. There no 
man is considered a sportsman who 
shoots a turkey w ith anything other 
than a rifle. 
The log trap is another 
method of capture. Singularly enough, 
no member of the gallinaceous fam ily, 
except the tam e chicken, w ill look down 
in an attem pt to escape from un inclo­ 
sure. 
The turkeys are “ tolled” inside 
of the pen by means pf corn. They enter 
through a passageway out in the ground 
under the bottom log. 
Finding them ­ 
selves imprisoned, they rush 
madly 
round and round until exhausted, look­ 
ing always for an opening at the fop. 
Indians call the wild turkey the “ w it 
of the woods, ” It is the most difficult 
of game to approach. 
The most scien­ 
tific method of killing it is by “ call­ 
ing” — im itating its cry. 
This is most 
efficacious iii tho spring, win ii tho gob­ 
blers call to tho hens incessantly in the 
early m orning aud at 
intervals 
all 
through the day. 
The sound may lie 
either a love note or a challenge to a 
male. In either ease if well done by the 
hunter it w ill prove effective in bring­ 
ing the bird near to it& hidden foe. I he 
bist turkey call is made of the wing 
bone. 
Sometimes it consists only of a 
bit of slate and a smoothed twig. 
The 
tw ig when drawn across the slate gives 
a wonderful im itation of 
the bird’s 
“ cheep.” To call successfully requires 
long practice. Some men become so ex­ 
pert that they need only a broaf leaf 
held between the thum bs aud applied 
to the lips. 
The “ challenge call” is 
made in this way.

God.” Mr. Anderson holds that if the 
Almighty wants things worked out aft­ 
er the most approved principles he 
should make some outward and visible 
sign of his wishes. 
Mere traditional 
precept does not “ go” in the view of 
the detective chief. 
What he clamors 
for is manifestation. 
Show things up 
from on high. 
Let there be some prac­ 
tical aud unmistakable command for 
sinners to turn from the paths of iniqui­ 
ty. Then and only then, says the chief, 
will there be an abatement of atheism. 
Mr. Anderson not only talks iii un 
interesting abstract way, but he also 
forwards instances in which he alleges 
the world is growing worse through the 
failure of God to talk to it.

dersoil says, governs the Almighty to

Lox tx it, Nov. 20.—One of the most 
disastrous tires in 
London's history 
since the great fire of IGG broke out in 
alarge block of buildings lying east­ 
ward of Aldersgate street and between 
that thoroughfare and tied Cross street. 
The flames were fanned by a strong 
wind and were fed by highly inflam­ 
mable stocks of Christmas fancy goods 
and flimsy dress materials of ail de­ 
scriptions that tilled every floor of the 
“ix-story buildings iii tho old street. 
Consequently the c onflagration gained 
headway with surprising rapidity aud 
was soon far beyond the possibility of 
being checked by the few engines 
which were early on the spot. 
Fur 
tour hours and a half the flames had 
their own way aud it was only after 
more than IOO engines had worked an 
hour that the chief of tho lire brigade 
sent out the signal that the tire was 
under control. 
The latest accounts indicate that 
nearly KH) warehouses have I een de­ 
stroyed, while the loss will probably I 
exceed £25,0 Mi.coo. 
The historic church of St. Giles has

damaged, the principal 
damages being to the roof, the old w in­ 
dow’, the baptismal font aud M ilton's 
statue. 
liumsell street was the scene of the 
outbreak of the lire, which was due to 
an explosion iii connection with a gas 
engine on the premises of

Brown A: Co., mantel manufacturers, 
at No. HO on that thoroughfare. 
in spite of the exertions of the fire- I 
men the fire crept on very steadily un­ 
til Nil boll square, which is sit mted at 
the far end of Hamsell street, was 
reached. 
A lot of gii Is escaped from a factory 
by mounting to the roof and running 
from one building to another. 
The check to the fire < ame in Jew in 
and in Well streets, w here the collapse 
of a wall on the right hand s.de of that 
thoroughfare was the means of saving 
the last building n the street. 
The 
width of Red Cross street, a compara­ 
tively broad thoroughfare, also formed 
a barrier there. 
It was over 20 minutes before a fire 
engine reached the scone after the 
alarm was given. 
Fully IO,OLO people surrounded the 
fire, and the police had a nard tim e 
keeping them back. 
A number of tire 
men had narrow escapes from falling 
walls.
